Ir gratitude amongst individuals be 
one of the rarest of virtues, it may be 
considered as almost an impossibility 
where nations are concerned. When 
in 1849 the Russians had sent an 
army into Hungary in aid of the 
Imperial power, an Austrian statesman 
was asked how the debt should be 
repaid. His reply was, by a “glorious 
ingratitude.” It was only five years 
subsequently that his prediction came 
true, and that Austria, by her occupation 
of the Danubian Principalities, deprived 
Russia of the chance of territorial 
aggrandisement on which she had set 
her heart. If ever a case arose where 
one nation could afford to display 
gratitude towards another, except in 
the case in which gratitude has been 
described as a lively sense of sorvices 
to come, the case of Italy towards 
France might be adduced. Yet it is 
not many, months since it was notorious 
that the relations between the two 
countries rested by no means on the 
most friendly footing. We showed a 
few days ago that the party of the 
| disaffected in China had no cause to 
be grateful towards us, as our policy 
had all along been to lend support, 
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moral and physical, to the present 
Government. As in the case of Austria 
towards Russia, it would scarcely 
be reasonable to expect from that 
Government aught but a “glorious 
ingratitude.” ‘That we have ex- 
perienced this glorious ingratitade is 
but what might be adduced from a 
knowledge of the Natural History of 
nations, and therefore we have in the 
fact itself little to complain of. Our 
mistake consists not in not protesting 
against this ingratitude, but in suppos- 
ing that any other principle of conduct 
would prevail at Peking. Under a 
mistaken apprehension that China 
would be influenced in her conduct by 
some such imaginary standard, our 
statesmen have allowed one provision 
after another to elude their grasp, until 
at last it would appear as if the 
Government is merely awaiting the 
time when it shall consider itself 
sufficiently powerful to do so, to break 
through the engagements entered into 
with European nations. It is quite 
truo that the prospect, of a breach with 
Japan has suddenly. shown the more 
astute of the Chineso officials that 
much of the strength and pretended 
preparation on which they were com- 
placently relying, was little more than 
aname. The last two years seem to 
have seriously interfered with the 
efficiency, not only of the Arsenals, but 
of the troops. While they were con- 
sidering the, former sufficiently far 
advanced to be able to work alone 
without foreign aid, the sudden inlet 
of light showed, on the contrary, that 
they had been steadily degenerating to 
“the usual standard of Chinese in- 
efficiency. That the army was as 
steadily retrograding was equally 
apparent to those who had the op- 
portunity of knowing what was really 
being done, but that it had relapsed 
into the dangerous condition which 
recent events at Tientsin prove to have 
been the case, was more than even 
those intimately acquainted with its 
shortcomings had reason to expect. 
‘The fact remains that although grati- 
tude is a thing hardly to be expected, 
present events may force the Chinese 
Government to the conclusion that, 
after years of preparation, it is really 
more dependent on foreign aid than 
ever. The awakening may come slowly, 
but come it must, and it behoves us to 
see that in such a case our interests 
are properly subserved at Peking.

A telegram received from Hongkong on 
Weinesday, by the P. M. S. Agent, states 
that the Alaska, the steamer which 
brought last American mail, had arrived 
at that port with her shaft broken, and 
would be detained some time in conse- 
quence. The’ next steamer from San 
Francisco, (the Colorado,) will probably be 
turned about immediately, and take for- 
ward the mails, freight, and passengers 
intended for the Alaska, 

‘There is not much “war” news of any 
value, and very little generally of a local 
nature to be recorded. 

‘The C. N. Co.’s steamer Glengyle, which 
arrived on Wednesday from the River ports, 
brought aso first instalment of a large 
shipment of heavy guns which is being 
made from Nankin to Tientsin, four 68 
and seven 32-pounders, with the necessary 
carriages, to work on pivot platforms, and 
about 80 tons of shot, besides other am- 
munition, all the production of the Nan- 
king Arsenal. It is noteworthy that this 
is the first shipment of cargo ever taken 
by foreign merchant steamer from this 
non-treaty port ; and no little difficulty 
was experienced in embarking such heavy 
material, from the want of appliances. It 
is reported at Hankow that two or threo 
thousand native troops had gone down from 
there in boats, to embark at Chinkiang for 
Formosa,—The heavy guns andammunition 
have since been forwarded per C. M. 8. N. 
Co.'s steamer Fusing, and their ultimate 
destination is, we believe, the fortifications 
at the mouth of the Peiho, ‘The guns must 
be taken on to Tientsin, as there is no 
landing accommodation at Taku. 

‘The Futai is actively engaged in carrying 
out the object of his visit, by seeing to the 
defence of the port. In company with 
a. rotinue he has visited Woosung, and 
prospected tho situation, with a view to 
ite fortification, according to plans which 
have been under preparation for some time. 
‘The Chinese officials generally, however, 
seem‘to put faith in the report started 
about. a week ago, that an understanding 
had .been arrived at in Peking regarding 
the Formosan difficulty, and we hear that 
they are relaxing the haste of their pre- 
parations for a contest. The Danish 
ironclad they have purchased is said to be 
the Rolf Krake, a vessel of the monitor 
class, built in 1861, and which saw some 
active service during the Schleswig- 
Holstein business. 

Fresh rumours of a somewhat alarming 
nature as to the incipient rebellion in tho 
North, were ourreitt in tho Settlement on 
Wednesday, and appear to have been lieard 
ofalsoatChefoo, Carefulinquiry, however, 




















leads us to believe that it is only a varia- 
tion of the original story, filtered through 
Chinese channels.’ Letters from ‘Tientsin 
to the time the Sin Wanzing left state 
that everything was perfectly quiet, that 
no apprehensions of distirbance ’ were 
entertained, and that the prompt and 
severe measures taken by Li, in arresting 
and executing several of the ringleaders in 
the mutiny, seemed to have effectually 
stamped it out. 

‘The Yungching; one of the three steamers 
of the China Merchants’ lect engaged in 
the Chinese Government transport, servico, 
arrived from Keclung on Wednesday aftor- 
noon. She brought a cargo of coal for 
Government use, which she proceeded to 
Keelung to take in, after landing her 600 
troops at Takow—the destination of 
the whole force, which numbered about 
2,000 men. The Yungching was the firat 
to arrive at the rendezvous, Ponghou, 
in the Pescndore Islands, and is the first 
back on the return voyage, She passed 
the Leeywen and Aden on Tuesday last, 
both these being bound to Chinkiang for 
more troops. The fleet, iumbering seven 
vessels, arrived at Ponghou on Sunday 
the 23rd, within eight hours of each 
other. After it had been moored in Pong- 
hou harbour, the Japaneso corvette, 
Nitsin, (which left Shanghai on the 28th 
of July,) hove in sight, and anchored at 
the entrance of the harbour; and when the 
fleet received orders, on tho 26th, to get 
up steam and proceed to -Takow, tho 
Nitsin also put to sea, Shortly sftor 
tho arrival of the fleet’ at ‘Takow, 
which occurred on the same day, the 
Nitsin again made her appearance, and 
cast anchor alongside tho transports, 
After two of the gunboats had disem- 
barked their complement of the contin- 
gent, they again got under weigh and put 
to sea, and were soon after followed by 
the Nitsin, which it is supposed proceeded 
toLangkiao, The Yungching has again left 
for Chinkiang, to embark more troops and 
stores for Formo: 

ThoS.S.N.Co.’sstr. Kiangse arrived from 
Nagasaki on Wednesday, having left thero 
on the 30th ult, She will, we understand, 
resume her place on the Shanghai and 
Ningpo line. For the past two and a half 
months, the Kiangse traded betweon Kobe 
and Yokohama, in connection with the 
new Trans-Pacific line of steamers, Tho 
Kiangse reports that, when she left Nagasa- 
ki, the Stonewall was afloat, with slight 
damage, as also the steamer Ping On and 
the barque Hamburg. The Madras, which 
we previously reported as having been 
towed off by the Nanzing, made a trip to 
some of the neighbouring islands, and was 
nearing Nagasaki harbour, on her return, 
with 700 troops on board for Formosa, 
as the Kiangse was leaving. 

‘The minutes of a meeting of the Com- 
mittee appointed to take steps to establish 
the Chinese Polytechnic Institution and 
Reading Room, which we publish to-day, 
form a progress report of peculiar interest, 
The influential constitution of the Com- 
mittee, and the earnestness and tact with 
which its individual members have gone to 
work, augur well for the success of the 
project; while the evidently sympathetic 
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-reveption met with from the native com- 
munity is, wo feel sure, especially due to 
tho enlightened co-operation of the Chinese 
gentlemen on the Committee. Funds have 
een colleted which the Committee think 

sufficient, taken in connection with other 
considerations, to warrant them in at once 
starting the institution. 

‘Mr. Thomas Faweott arrived on Wednes- 
day, a prisoner, inthe Glengyle, from Na- 
gasaki, and was at once delivered over to 
LM. Sheriff, pending his transmission to 
‘Chefoo, which will probably be effected 
towards tho end of the week. It seems 
-natural and right that he should be called 
to a striot account for the manslaughter in 
which -he is reported to have been con- 
cerned on the-Shantung Promontory, but 
itseems hard that he should be dragged 
all-the way:from Japan -back to the scene 
of the accident, after having been prac- 
tically declared free of criminality by the 
‘Consul ; and it is sincerely to be hoped 
that, whilst the machinery of justice is 
boing.s0 actively put in motion to secure 
redress on our side, some one is taking the 
trouble to seo:that:the Chineso officials at 
\Chofoo are doing their duty in.arresting all 
the parties concerned in the mob attack 
upon the lighthouse artificers, and calling 
them to,account for committing the breach 
of the peace which gave rise to the unfor- 
itunate accident (as we believe it to be) 
‘through which life on the Chinese side was 
‘ancrificed. It is curious to observe the 
frantic demand of a life for a life penalty 
at all hazards, which has characterised the 
conduct of the Chefoo mandarins in this 
instance, as it similarly did that of the 
‘Taotai and Chehsion {of Shanghai, in the 
Ford case, and to contrast therewith the 
hesitation and _atrocio 
duplicity with which our ery for justice 
was met, when innocent blood was foully 
and of sot purpose shed in tho streets of 
Tiontsin, ‘Tho porsistont energy of the 
Taotai of Chofoo, which expended itself in 
tho,shaking of H. M.’s Consul, when he 
found his wished for victim likely to 
escape such justice as he desired to inflict, 
might be copied by some of our officials 
with advantage, when cases of real wrong 
call for adjustment and are treated by 
the Chinese with the: neglect or evasion 
in which they: aro such wonderful adepts 
where the foreigner unluckily happens to 
bo on the right side, 

On Saturday, at the Police Court, Wil- 
liam Mackenzie, chief stoward of the 
steamer Glenfinlas, was brought before A. 
Myburgh, Esq., sitting as police magis- 
trate, charged by Captain H.G. Wilcox 
with refusal of duty under peculiar cir- 
cumstances. It appeared from the com- 
plainant’s statement that certain stores, 
which would cost £20 to replace here, were 
missing, and could not be accounted for 
by the defendant, and he was also said to 
bo lazy and incompetent, so that the com- 
plainant disrated him to the position and 
pay of A. B., but he was not to go aloft, 
and only to be employed on deck in such 
work as scrubbing and cleaning. The dis- 
rating took placo on Wednesday, and 
on Thursday the defendant refused to do 
the work assigned him on deck, and for so 
refusing was brought before the Court. 
The defendant alleged that the Captain 























had taken a dislike to him at the com- 
mencement of the voyage, and had ever 
since treated him in a harsh and contemp- 
tuous manner. He produced certificates 
as to his character and competency as 
steward extending over a long period, and 
said he had been chief steward for ten 
years. With respect to the missing stores, 
he said they were kept in lockers, the 
fastenings of which were broken, and any- 
body could get to'them, but the stores 
missing could be replaced in Glasgow for 
£2, ‘The Magistrate held that tho defend- 


ant was justified in refusing to do deck | § 


work ; as he had shipped as chief steward, 
he could not be compelled to do a common 
seaman’s duty. The case was therefor 
dismissed ; as was also a second similar 
charge brought against the defendant on 
‘Tuesday last, after he had been disrated by 
the captain. 

On Wednesday, a Manila man named 
Salvalus, well known inthe Settlement, was 
taken before Senor J. J. de Emperanza, the 
Spanish Consul, by the Municipal Police, 
charged with being drunk and violently 
assaulting another Manila man. ‘The 
charge was fully proved, and the prisoner 
was ordered to be deported. 

It will be remembered that on the night 
of the 24th ult, a Mr. Russoll was 
seriously assaulted by a number of men 
in the Honan road, and six balls of opium 
taken from him. Owing, we believe, to 
the representations of Senor J. J. de 
Emperanza, the Spanish Consul, (one of 
whose nationals Mr. Russell claims to be) 
the case is so far settled that the opium 
has beon given up. ‘The mon concorned in 
the assault, who are supposed to have be- 
longed to the Lekin Guild, will be dealt 
with by the Mixed Court. 

An able seaman of the steamer Glenfinlas, 
named Geddes, met with a serious accident 
on Thursday. He and another man were 
told to lash a spare screw blade to the ship's 

ide under the forecastle, tho blade being 
at tho time on its side and held in position 
by a tackle. The mon passed two or 
three turns of the lashing round it, and 
then let go the tackle, when the blade 
slipped a little, owing to the lashing not 
being well passed, and caught Geddes? 
leg. He lay in this position for some time, 
until straps could be passed under the 
blade, which was then lifted by means of 
awhip. The unfortunate man’s leg was 
found to be fractured. He was removed 
to the General Hospital, and it is thought 
will have to undergo amputation of the 
limb. 

The French barque Union has grounded 
on the Blockhouse Spit, and the exertions 
made to get her off have failed so far. 
As the tides have been falling, itis expected 
she will not get off for five or six days 
more. If the weather continue fine, how- 
ever, she will probably not sustain any 
material damage. Her cargo consists’ of 
rattans, planks and heavy logs, and it is 
believed that the discharge or abandon- 
ment of the former would do little to 
relieve her, while in her present position 
the logs could only be got out with great 
difficulty, if at all. .

A despatch from the U. S. Consul at 
Swarow to the Consul-General here, con- 
firms the statement we gave tho other day 
that the wreck on the Boat Rocks proves 
to be that of the American barque Scotland, 
Captain Glidden, lost in the gale of 23rd 
March last. Mr. Hammond, the Commise 
sioner of Customs, who took a great deal 
of trouble to identify the wreck, on 
behalf of those interested in the vessel, as 
well as in the interests of navigation on 
the coast, obtained the services of prow 
fessional divers from Shanghai. On 15th 
August, the divers succeeded in making a 
thorough inspection of the wreck, They 
found that the bulwarks had been washed 
away, and with them the name board, 
while owing to a peculiar heavy ground 
swell they were unable to go-under tho 
vessel’s counters, to seo her name, Had 
they been able to reach the place, however, 
it is unlikely they could have made it out, 
the hull being completely covered with 








barnacles, They secured the wheel, which 
was identified by the captain of the 
Inmatilo, now in Swatow, who had 


formerly commanded the Scotland, and 
who recognised it from some particular 
work on it. This appears to remove all 
doubt as to the identity of the wreck, 
which by the way is now so completely 
broken up as to be no longer dangerous to 
navigation. One of the divers reached 
the cabin, an@ found that everything had 
beent washed away. Nothing has ever 
been heard of the crew. 

Latest reports from Trentsry state that 
the Japanese steamers Riojio-kan and 
Mostion-kan with the Embassy, had 
arrived at Taku, Our correspondent’s letter 
shows that matters are quiet at Tientsin.

FOREWARNED, FOREARMED. 


Tun discovery of the plot at Tien- 
tain to massacre foreigners, and then 
probably to raise the standard of 
rebellion, is an instance of the danger 
to be apprehended by any sudden 
stimulus in an ill-regulated country 
like China. We draw attention to 
the danger likely to accrue from 
the preparations for war with Japan. 
Those most intimate with Chinese 
ways, have all through expressed their 
conviction that beyond, if not indeed 
in place of, hostility to Japan, there 
existed a hope in many quarters that 
the probable outbreak of a war 
with that Power would lead to the 
opportunity long sought, of exciting 
a causo of quarrel with foreigners 
generally. In fact, it has been mooted 
here weeks ago, and, therefore, before 
the recent affair at Tientsin could have 
had any effect on foreign opinions, that 
tho first result of a war with Japan 
would be seized as an opportunity by 
discontented spirits in this province to 
raise the standard of revolt. By a 
courious concatenation of circumstances, 
it seems to be a settled thing at pre- 
sent in China that plots against Govern- 
ment should be more or less intimately 
connected with a settled hostility to- 
wards foreigners, and this occurring at 
such distant spots as Shanghai and 
Tientsin, as well as displaying itself in 
the conduct of troops at Chinkiang and 
Nanking, may well remind us of the 
state of affairs existing in 1870. It is 
not that the present Government of 
China is to be considered as in any 
respect favourable towards foreigners, 
or foreign influence, for of the con- 
trary we have had some proof; but 
it is that the ery of a general massacre 
and pillage of foreigners has a certain 
charm for the imagination of those rest- 
less spirits who love rebellion and its 
accompaniments for their own sake. 
‘We have not far to seek for a similar 
state of affairs, for the last revolu- 
tion in Japan was ushered in by 
conditions not altogether unlike what 
we see around us. The disaffected 
towards the Government made for- 
eigners their principal point of attack, 
not more from any settled antipathy 
to foreigners in general, than from a 
conviction that thereby they were em- 
barrassing in the most serious manner 
ag Government whose conduct they 
detested. Now, it is undeniable that 
the dangerous classes in China have 
some direct causes of complaint against 
foreigners, and that the Chinese Go- 
vernment is more or less indebted 
to foreigners for its present position. 
It was through the influence of for- 
cigners, exercised both directly and 
indirectly, that the Taiping rebellion 
was finally extinguished; and there 
is no doubt that many of the restless 
spirits connected with the movement 
are still alive, and actively plotting 
a revival of the state of anarchy 








into which China was plunged some 
fourteen years ago. Since that time, 
the influence of foreigners has been 
steadily, though not always inten- 
tionally, directed to the strengthen. 
ing of the present Government. The 
so-called hardships inflicted on China 
by the treaty of Tientsin have resulted 
in a general improvement of the 
finances of the empire, and these have 
been persistently applied to strengthen- 
ing the Arsenals and increasing the 
army. It is quite true that the latter has 
been a dangerous work. We pointed 
out in our issue of the 22nd ult., how 
little that army was to be depended 
on, and recent disclosures have more 
than proved the truth of what we 
then said. Still there has been sufficient 
cause to make the lovers of disorder 
more than usually discontented. No 
space existed in the greater portion 
of the eighteen provinces for any 
open rising: ‘The rich provinces of 
the seaboard, where foreigners more 
especially were extending their in- 
fluence, were in a state of profound 
peace. Tho people wore becoming 
reasonably well off for Chinese 
peasants, while all the while the 
old agitators found the ground slip. 
ping from beneath their feet. These 
are the circumstances under which 
we are placed. Though eventually 
they augur sufficiently well, the pre- 
sent is a time when it more especially 
behoves Foreign Powers to be on their 
guard. Tho clements of danger are 
about, and the organization of the Chi- 
nese Government would probably be 
found unequal to any sudden shock. 
It is with no object of raising a panic 
that we write these lines, but in times 
like the present it is well to remember 
that forewarned is forearmed. 





‘THE CHEFOO MISSIONARY CONFERENCES. 


‘Tux reports of the Chefoo Missionary 
Conferences, which we have recently 
from time to time presented to our 
readers, have exhibited a great variety 
of opinions. ‘The right of free speech, 
which has been frankly conceded to all 
the members present, has been as 
frankly used, and we have a number of 
opinions of all degrees of value, and all 
shades of interest, on several of the 
chief points that “exercise” the minds 
of Missionaries. If there are occasion- 
ally crude views put forth, it.is the 
result of the constitution of the assem- 
bly, and springs from the admission of 
young Missionaries into the Conference. 
‘We conceive that the deliberations 
would be facilitated, and certainly ren- 
dered more fruitful of good results, if 
there were an Upper and a Lower 
House, and if the Lower House pre- 
sented their opinions in the embodied 
form of resolutions to the considera. 
tion of the Chamber of Elders. We 
say this, because, as a rule, every 
young man in every profession goes 
through a certain round of mistakes 
while he is learning that profession, 
and these had better be got over 





decently in comparative privacy. It is 
unkind to expose a man to the tempta- 
tion of talking in an assembly, whereof 
the proceedings will be printed, on 
subjects with which he is imperfectly 
acquainted, and upon which he will, in 
all probability, give vent to opinions 
which he will have outgrown in two or 
three more years. The late F. W. 
Robertson was, if we remember rightly, 
once sorely tempted to publish a book 
on certain theological and metaphysical 
difficulties that oppressed him, but he 
made a manful and memorable resolu- 
tion “to consume his own smoke, and 
not to vomit it out to darken further 
that which was already sufficiently 
obscure.” The determination did him 
credit, and a determination of a similar 
character would, we conceive, improve 
the flavour of the debates at the 
northern watering place. 

Having discharged ourselves of tho 
only objection to the Conference that 
oveurs to us, we must express our satis- 
faction with the general tone of the 
speakers at the fourth meeting. The 
subject selected was one of vast interest 
and importance, as nothing can affect 
the future of Christianity in China 
more than the attitude taken by the 
propagators of the new religion towards 
the literature and religious systems of 
the country. There can be no doubt 
that the early Missionaries made a 
great mistake when they indulged in 
rash invectives against the great names 
that have been reverenced in the 
Flowery Land for two thousand years. 
The destructive instinct, which is too 
often paramount in reformers, got tho 
better of them, and they fulminated 
against Confucius and Mencius without 
having studied their works. A wiser 
generation has grown up now, and it is 
a matter for congratulation that such 
is the case. Instead of hearing a 
preacher assert that the father of Chinese 
philosophy is now burning in penal 
fires, we find a Missionary of learning 
and experience avowing his belief that 
“the writings of Confucius and 
Mencius would as certainly be integral 
parts of the future Christian civilization 
of this country to which they looked 
forward, as the De Oficits of Cicero 
had been in the civilization of the West.” 
Now this surely is a healthier view to 
adopt than the old one. In all dis- 
putes there can be no doubt that it is 
wise to begin by seeing what are the 
grounds of agreement; and according to 
Dr. Martin, “no one who had read 
Confucins could revile him, for while 
here and there they might mect with a 
statement to be condemned, for every 
one such there were ninety-nine with 
which they agreed, and which would be 
incorporated into the future Chris- 
tianity of the country.” This is 
excellent; and we may venture to add 
that a Missionary certainly misses an 
opportunity who neglects to call the 
attention of the more educated of his 
congregation to the doctrines of their 


own neglected sage Meh-Ti, who was | 


actuated, if any man ever was, by that

—About a week ago, » passage boat was 
attacked by priates ‘at sea near Tai Yew 
HO, tis stated that although the num- 
ber of pirates concerned in the commission 
ofthis outrage was tolerably small (there 
wero not more than twenty), yet they 
captured the passage boat very easily, ‘and 
made a very good haul. ‘The robbers 
divided themselves ints three parties, and 
used three small boats, ‘The passage’ boat 
people did not suspect them, and did not 
make any preparations for defence ; the 
result was that ‘they were attacked sudden- 
ly.—The Daily Presi reports that a sad 
and fatal accident happened to a Custom 
House officor, named ‘Turvey, at 10.o'elock 
at night on the 15th ultimo, ’at the above 
port, The poor fellow was sleeping in a ver- 
andah, the night being extremely hot, and 
falling over in his sleep into’a stone-cutter’s 
yard; 30 foot below, was instantly killed. 
Among the few items of native corres 
pondenco published in the China Mail, is 
the story of a servant, who, (like too 
many of the same class in Shanghai), was 
possessed with an uncontrollabe desire for 
gambling. He lost all liis own money, 
and afterwards stole property belonging to 
his-master to the value of $300, which he 
also lost. ‘The theft was discovered, and 
punishment he took opium, in- 
1g to kill himself, His wife raised 
an alarm; the man’s life was saved, and 
hia master; hearing these facts, took pity

Tho man has never boon brought 
to trial, and has been Kept in confinement, 
in a ‘diseased stato, without medi 
attendance. In asubsequent issuo it roports 
that the rich Chinaman and another of the 
five or six who wero arrested havo beon re- 
Jeased.—The Committee of the Hiogo and 
Osaka Raco Olub have decided to hold thoir 
Autumn Meeting this year after the Yoko- 
hama Meeting, which will bring the fixturo 
about the middle of November.—The K. R. 
& A. C. havo hold a washingtub raco, 
which was won, inasmooth sea, by Mr. 
H, Mackenzie.—A Chinaman employed as 
assistant‘cook by the Netherlands Trading 
Society, took sundry samples and disip- 
peared. Number one cook was thereupon 
informed that inconveniences would befall 
him if number two should not happen to 
be found, He teas found ; and so was, in 
his box, a gold locket belonging to somo- 
body else. Why don’t the Chinese Govern- 
ment send consular representatives to Ja- 
pan to look after their numerous subjects 
thoro, as by treaty thoy have the right to do? 
—To'a memorial of the British residents 
of Osaka, who object to being left. without 
‘a resident Consular representative, Mr.

A telegram from Hakodadi conveyed- 
the intelligence that Mr. L. Haber, Acting» 
German Consul, was cut down by a sa- 
mourai on the Tith August. ‘Tho assassin 
‘at once gave himself up to the police arid” 
admitted being the murderer. ‘The German 
corvette Elizabeth has left for Hakodadi 
to investigate the affair. A correspondent 
of the Japan Gazette has sitice sont the 
following particulars—“On the’ even= 
ing of the 11th August, between: tho 
hours of six and soven o'clock, wor 
brought into town that Mr. 'L. Haber, 
German Consul at this port, had been. 
murdered, and his watch stolen. A’ part 
of foreigners immediately started for the 
sceno of the murder, which occurred 
Yadzingasura, a pretty valley about'a mile 
from town, In a garden, on an_ onion 
bed, lay the body of Mr. Haber, who was 
dead when first discovered. It was placed 
‘on adoor and brought to the Saibansho, 
from whence it was taken to tho hospital, 
there to be dressed and: placed in a coffin 
and then removed to tho houso of Capt, 
Blakiston, whero the deceased gontloman 
had boon stopping. ‘Tho murderer is 
‘@ Japanese, from Akita, who camo: to 
this port threo days ago. On_ arriving 
here, he states, he saw a vision, in which 
tho great God of Japan appeared to him, 
9 fect high, and commanded him to kill 
foreigners, "who were overthrowing tho 
Government. Ho then prayed 0 Kami 
‘Sama to show him tho name and nation- 
ality of the person, but re 
swer to his prayor at. that tim 
day afternoon, ho took ajinrikisha, and 
went to a tea-houso at» Yadzingasura, 
While there, he saw somebody coming, a 
long distance off, He thought it was a 
foreigner, and prayed to 0 Kami Sama, 
en loft. tho tea-houso and walked to-

from which examination these facts wore 
gathered, After committing the deed, the 
murderer told a farmer to go and wash’ 
the body, but the Intter refused, who 
upon the savage threatened to kill’ him 
also; he then changed his mind. Tho 
assassin then told the farmer to take his 
victim’s watch as a trophy for the Gods, 
while he himself took the hat, A further 
examination will bo held to-day, when 
more particulars will be learned.

watchful care on the part of her attendants, 
She announced to her parents, however, 
her unalterable resolve to remain un- 
married, and: as persuasions only served to 
increase the strength of her determination, 
it was: finally agroed between tho two 
families that she should be received into 
the household of the deceased (as his 
widow); In her: new sphere of life’she 
devoted: herself in the most exemplary 
manner :to the service of her parents- 
in-law,"and lived in complete harmony 
with the other female members of the 
household. Finally, at the bidding of her 
parente-in-law, she adopted a nephew a3 
her son, and-has. bestowed the most per- 
fect caré ou:his' rearing and instruction: 
It is besought that a memorial’ structure 
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may be authorized in honour of her virtu- 
ous conduct, in furtherance of the cause 
of public morals, to which she affords so 
bright an example.—Granted by Rescript. 
(2) Ngéh-léh-ho-pu, lately appointed to 
‘the post of Commander-in-Chief at Uliasu- 
tai, memorializes soliciting a month’s leave 
of absence before proceeding to his post, 
for the bonofit of his health. — While hand- 
‘ing over the seals of office to his successor 
as Captain-General at Ch’a-har, he was sud- 
only attacked with a fit of spitting blood 
and was afterwards seized with faintness. 
The remedies he applied ameliorated his 
condition to some extent, but the physicians 
assure him that he has weakened his con- 
stitution by taking an excessive quantity 
of medicine, and that he must have rest 
before setting out on his journey. As 
neither treatment nor medicines of the 
gst kind are to be had in Mongolia, he be- 
seeches permission to return within the 
Wall for the period of one month.— 
Granted. 
(8) ‘The Captain-General of Ch’a-har re- 
bape that on taking over the records of 
is office, he found that two days previously 
‘a report had been received from the officer 
in charge of the post-station at’ Chang-kia 
Wow, to tho effect that three ex-officials, 
serving out sentences of banishment at 
three cantonments of the district, are 
discovered ns missing, and that the 
efforts made to trace their whereabouts 
have entirely failed. It is found on 
reference that the first of the three, 
named Kiu Jui-siang, was a captain of 
the military force of Chihli, who was 
stripped of his rank and sent in 1870 to 
expiate in banishment the offenco of hav- 
ing given shelter to a private of the force 
who had committed robbery at a fire. ‘The 
second was an officer of the same rank, who 
had taken up, on a suspicion of theft, a 
man (namo unknown) who was selling a 
mule, and whom he had driven, by the 
stops he took to elicit the particulars, to 
commit suicide by throwing himself into a 
well, ‘Tho third was a departmont Ma, 
trate, who was implicated in a caso of de.

Aug. 14th.—(1) The Governor-General

Chao Ta, and with the unauthorized release 
of a prisoner lying under sentence of death, 
named Lin Si. The accused, who has been 
brought to trial, after being stripped of his 
rank by Imperial Decree, was, in virtue of 
his office, keeper of the jail of the Ngan-ki 
District ‘in Fukien. A certain prisoner 
having escaped from the jail while being 
confined there on his passage through the 
District, the accused gave orders for the 
apprehension of Chao Ta, a relative of the 
man who escaped, in order to compel him 
to give up tho man’s whereabouts. This 
he had no means of doing ; and an order 
for the prisoner's release, obtained at his 
mother’s application, was set at nought by 
the accused, who, moreover, created a scene 
onthesubjectinthe Magistrate’s Court. His 
next act was to go with two policemen into 
the jail, and there with hisown handsrelease 
from his fetters and set at liberty a prisoner 
lying under sentence of death, who had 
withdrawn his previous confession and had 
been sent back for a fresh trial.. The 
accused has persistently refused to admit 
the charges brought against him, but they 
aro fully substantiated by the evidence of 
witnesses, which is submitted for his Ma- 
jesty’s perusal. ‘The sentence pronounced 
is, that he sshall undergo. a penalty two 
degrees lower\than that recorded against 
the condemned criminal he released, which 







































will be 100 blows and transportation for 
three years. Having held commission as 
an official, the course to be pursued in his 
case is to transport him to a military 
frontier-station to expiate his offence.—

It is found that he escaped from Hu-chow 
in disguise, at the time of the rebel 
cceupation, ‘and made his way to Shang- 
hai. | A Decree ordering his apprehension 
was issued at the time,—Rescript directing 
the execution of the prisoner has already 
appeared. 

August 15th.—The whole of this day’s 
Gazette is occupied by a memorial from 
Tso Tsung-t’ang respecting the arrange- 
ments proposed for certain changes of 
territorial division in Kansuh, Jt is pro- 
posed to elevate Ku-yiian Chow to the 
rank of an independent (chih-li) depart- 
ment, to form a new district with the name 


of P'ing-yiian Hien > ik BA on the 
frontier at Hia Ma Kwan, and to convert 


the sub-prefecture of Yon-ch‘s Ting into a 
district with the name of Hai-ch‘éng Hien 


ih BiB. 


August 16th.—(1) A decree promulga- 
ting the names and’ awards of dio candi. 
dates who have passed at the late examina- 


tion of Pa Kung Ht FA, graduates from 
the Banner Force of Peking, and from tho 
provinces generally. ‘The candidates on 
tho first list, comprising GL names, gain a 
button of the 7th degree, and appointments 
as minor secretaries at the different Boards, 
The second batch, numbering 84 indivi- 
duals, receive nominations as District 
‘Magistrates on probation ; and the remain- 
ing 72 ate allowed their choice of appoint- 
ments as district supervisors of education, 
or as sub-assistant civilians. 

(2) A decree cashiering a military officer 
of the rank of captain, on the application 
of the Governor of Honan, who ch 
him with undertaking the conduct of liti- 
gious proceedings with an eye to promotion, 

(3) A decree. Tho Yamén of For 
Affairs having heretofore memorialize 
stating that the Belgian Envoy has implore 
an audience, for the purpose of presenting 
a letter from his Government, We ordain 
that he be permitted to have audience. 

(4) A long memorial from the Governor 
of Shantung, reporting the result of an 
enquiry into the circumstances attending 
the escape of two prisoners awaiting 
execution in the jail of the Ts’ing-p'ing 
District. The sub-assistant Magistrate in 
charge of the jail was stripped of his office 
at the time, and placed on trial in July, 
1873, together with the jailers and others 
on duty at the time. The result of. the 
enquiry shews that on a night in May, 
1873, the two prisoners in question were 
securely locked up in one of the barricaded 
pens of the prison yard, after their fetters 
jhad been examined and found secure by 
the jail warden, and one of the prison 
clerks. A warder took charge of each of 
the prisoners, and several watchmen and a 
soldier were on duty for the night. Not- 
withstanding these precautions, durin; 
storm which came on after midnight, the 
watchmen having gone under shelter and 
the prison clerks having fallen asleep, the 
two prisoners managed to wrench off their 
fettere, pulled down the bars of their pens, 
and took a door down and used it by way 
of a ladder to get over the wall and make 
their escape. Nothing has since been 
heard of them. The enquiry establishes 
the fact that no guilty connivance w: 

















































chargeable to any of the parties concerned. 
‘Two of the prison clerks have died sinco 
they were placed in custody, and the 
remainder of the underlings implicated 
are sentenced to the penalty of 80 blows 
(reduced as provided by regulation) to 
which they have rendered themselves 
liable, and to dismissal from their post. 
The exjail warden is to remain on the 
spot, and exert himself toward the recap- 
tire of the escaped prisoners during tho 
prescribed period of five years, if needful, 
at the end of which time his case will be 
further considered. 

August 17th.—(1) The Governor-General 
of the two Hu makes report of a caso in 
which a petty rebellion has been stirred 
up in connection with the embankment of 
the river Siang in Hupeh. The people of 
the Ts'ien-kiang District having been 
officially called upon to contribute toward 
the repairs of the dykes of a certain 
branch of this river, they were incited 
by a cashiered military lieutenant to refuse 
compliance with the order and to under- 
take embankment works on their own 
account on a difforent line. After a groat 
amount of local equabbliing, this indi 
headed anarmed gathering of the 
to the number of between threo and four 
hundred persons, and broke into the 
yamén of the magistrate of Mion-yang 
Chow, whom he compelled to issue 
notification authorizing him to levy funds 
for the prosecution of the popular under- 
taking. Intelligence of tho rising havin, 
been conveyed, however, to the provincial 
capital, an armed forco was despatched in 
haste to the spot, and the ringleader was 
apprehended. He has been summarily 
executed, aud other participators in the 
rising are sentenced to different forms of 
punishment. 

(2) The same high official transmits a ro- 
port from his subordinates to tho effect 
that a lady of the Han-yang District, bo- 
Tonging to the second official grado, named 
Wan Chu-she, in conjunction with her son, 
a aubsPrefect, has expressed a desire to 
establish a fund for the provision hence- 
forward of the admittance-feos to the 
literary examinations for all the candidates 
coming forward from that District. She 
has set apart four farms belonging to her 
patrimonial estate, the value of which is 
stated in the title deeds at Tacls 1,766, 
and yielding an annual rental of 312 picnls 
of grain, together with 17 dwellinghowses, 
valued at ‘Tis. 8,250, yielding an annual 
rental of Taels 840, ‘Tho donor disclaims 
ll desire of seeking Imperial reward f 
her charitable gift ; but as the amount is 
one of upwards of Tis. 10,000, the Pro- 
vincial Government deoms it 'a duty to 
bring this act of munificence to his Ma- 
jesty’s notice ; and requests that the dona- 
tion be duly recorded with the regulations 
thereunto appended. 

August 18th.—(1) A decree as follows, 
Li Hung-chang reports that the expectant 


Prefect Li Kwang-chao AE5¢J}q» who 
offered to make contribution of certain 
timber (for the rebuilding of Yiian-min 
Yiian), has now become involved in litig. 
tion, covering very extensive ground, with 
certain French and American merchants ; 
and that not only is there an immense 
discrepancy between the value of his 
purchases from the French merchant and 
that given in his statement on the subject, 
but, moreover, he has paid absolutely 
nothing on account. It appears that Li 
Hung-chang has ascertained that the 
price for which Li Kwang-chao con‘racted 
for the timber with the French merchant 
was $54,000, whilst in his statement to the 
household he rendered it at Taels 300,000. 
For conduct so utterly unprincipled and 
such an attempt to impose upon his 
Sovereign, let Li Kwang-chao be in the 
first place stripped of his official rank, and 
let Li Hung-cliang bring him stringently 
to trial and punish him severely according 
to law. Let his propositions relating to 
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timber be dismissed. (Note. Li Kwang- 
chao is a comprador of Messrs, Russell 
& Co., and was formerly resident in their 


employ at Hankow. 
Gand 8) Tho ‘rebly appointed Governor 


of Hupeh, Wa Yaan-ping ZR TC IH, na 
the outgoing Governor Kwoh Peh-yin, 
respectively memorialize reporting the 
handing over of the seals of office on the 
th July. 

August 19th.—(1). A Decree stripping 
of their rank and offices sundry District 
Magistrates in Shantung on the application 
‘of the Governor, Wen-pin, who denounces 
thom for divers forms of incapacity. 

(2). The Censor Téng Ch’éng-siu memo- 
rinlizes accusing a certain person named 
Hwang Han-chai, with sundry aliases, 
formerly a gatekeeper in the service of the 
Governor-General Yeh, at Canton, with 
having fraudulently obtained the entry of 

name on the registers of the P’an-yii 
District, whereupon he purchased an offi- 
cial position for himself and managed to 
get a degree for his son at the literary 
examinations. The son afterwards took a 
distinguished place at the Peking examin- 
ations, greatly to the scandal and indigna- 
tion of the literary body. In conformity 
with the precedent pursued in an analogous 
case two or three years ago, it is requested 
_that the delinquents be deprived of their 
honours, —A ript acceding to this 
request has already appeared.

‘THE CHINESE POLYTECHNIC SCHOOL AND 
READING-ROOM. 

Minutes of a meeting of the Committee 
of the Chinese Polytechnic'Institution 
and Reading Room, held at Mr. Med- 
hyurst’s offico on Monday, the 3ist 
August. 

Present :—Messrs. Tong King-sing, J. 
Buyer, Haan (ropresented by his son}, A. 
Wylie, Wang Yung-ho and W. H. Med- 
hurst. 

‘Mr. Mepuorst read the minutes of the 
meeting of 11th June, and, with reference 
thereto, reported that the institution had 
at present. to its credit in the Hongkong 
and Shanghai Bank Tis. 1,400, which with 
some subscriptions promised, but not yet 
collected, might be estimated at an aggre- 
gate of Tis. 1,600, so that but ‘Tis. 900 
wore yot necded to mako up the capital 
‘on which at last meeting it had been sug- 
gested that operations might safely be 
commenced. Various manufacturers of 
philosophical _ instruments, apparatus, 
modols, &e., in Europe, had been communi- 
cated with by Mr, Fryer, and they might 
confidently expect favorable roplies within 
the noxt four weeks, The question which 
ho would wish to have decided at this 
meoting was how far it would be expedient 
to forogo the opinion expressed by one of 
their number at tho last -meoting and to 
cominence operations at once, if ever on so 
emall a se The times had now, from 
circumstances not before anticipated, be- 
come peculiarly favorable for tho enter- 
prise ; funds were at disposal ; Mr. Hsit was 
prepared to lend some valuable apparatus 
‘and to present others to the institution ; 
Mr. Fryer had a number of books ready 
to place at their disposal, and very soon 
they might look for interesting consign- 
ments from Europe of additional material 
in furthoraneo of their objects. 

‘The Committee all concurred in tho 
opinion that a beginning should be made 5 
and it was‘arranged that Mr. Wylie and 
Mr. Medhurst should forthwith place

the large house proprietors, with a view to 

rocuring a suitable building at a reasoua-

‘A conversation ensued as to the possibi-

Mr. Mepuorst said he had mad 
tempts to secure the interest of natives in 
the position of bankers, pawnbrokers, 
Inerehants; shopkeepers, &e., but, although 
ono and all of those applied to liked the 
scheme, yet they seemed cither frightened 
dy the large sums which appeared in the 
Tist againatofcfal names, or they appeared 
to hesitate to give until they observed some 
Tikelihood of a positive carrying out of the 
project. 

Mr. Toxo Krxo-stxo and the other 
Chinese members thought this class of 
natives might easily be brought to subscribe 
in time, more especially if they saw the 
institution once fairly launched ; and Mr. 
‘Tong King-sing asked once more to be put 
in possession of the list, undertaking to 
circulate it amongst his particular circle, 

Mx, Mepacrst mentioned that Mr. Hsi 
had memorialised the high provincial au- 
thorities, strongiy recommending the pro 
































issue of a proclamaticn explaining its objects 
and inviting the ge:try and monied peo- 


plo to subscribe ; and possibly such a notice | 
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might have the effect of assuring men’s 
minds and inclining them to come more 
readily forward. 

‘Mr. Waxa Yuno-o enquired the date 
of the letter addressed to the Committee 
appointed in England to promote the 
Railway Presentation Scheme, and begged 
to be shown a copy of it, ‘The letter was 
produced, and shewed the date of May 2nd, 
1874. 

Tt was thought that a minute of the 
proceedings of to-day should be published 
in the foreign and native newspapers 
for the information of the subscribers, 
and this having been agreed to, the meeting 
separated.

‘The Cuaraan, having read the notice 
calling the meeting, said the report had 
been in the hands of the shareholders for 
several days, and he thought it was not 
necessary for him to read it. Before he 
asked them to accept it, however, ho wished 
to make a few remark: 

As the meeting did not wish the report 
to bo rend, 

‘The Cuarmatay then said : Gentlemen,— 
Tam in a less fortunate position than my 
in this chair, as_on this ocea- 
present you with an unsatis- 
factory report, but I hope the next time 
we meet that it may be my ploasant duty 
to reverse the situation, and announce the 
mo news of a fair, if not a handsome, 
dividend. Our misfortunes during the 
‘ix months may be said to have com- 
‘menced with the famine in India, which 
caused a sudden advance in Exchango of 
6 to 7 per cent., which did not result satis 
factorily to the Bank on the whole ; in 
addition to this, the demand for money has 
been suiall, owing to the general contrac- 
tion in trade. In Shanghai, too, our anti- 
cipations of high Exchanges this season 
wore not realized, though at one time tho 
tightness of the money market there looked 
asif our opinion would be verified, but 
you are all aware of the collapse that took 
place in that market almost before large 
shipments of produce began, and in conse- 
quence much of our money, laid in at com- 
paratively high rates, had. to be remitted 
at a considerable 1 Such an unfor- 
tunate event is not likely to occur again.

We havo considered it ad- 
visable aud best in your interost to pro- 
vide fully for this loss, though we do not 
accept it on account of the Bank, and in 
the meantime we have asked for explan- 
It is possible a portion of the 
may be recovered. Sugar Refinery—I 
have now to speak of the Sugar Refinory. 
Wo thought we had alrondy fully provided 
for all deficiencies on this account prior 
to our last meeting, but unfortunately 
sovero losses have occurred in somo ship- 
ments of sugar to California and Australia, 
which were made before the Chinese 
began to buy the produco of tho Refinery 
so freely, ‘These we thought had already 
been fully provided for, but tho sovoral 
markets have become still more unfayour- 
able, and a further deficiency upon our 
last’ valuations had to be mado good. 
This estimated deficiency has now been 
provided, and, as it may bo somo satis- 
faction to shareholders to soo how tho 
account with the Refinery stands at 
present, a statement of it will be open to 
inspection in the Chief Manager's office 
for a few days, It may interest you all 
to know that tho Refinery continues to 
work satisfactorily, nearly all the 
mannfactured being taken by Chines 
prices which leave a fair profit, 
resent position of tho Refinery, wo think, 
lly warrants us in the belief that it can 
either be sold at our valuation, or that, 
whon better times come round, a Com: 
any ean bo formed to take the place over. 
ne Pier and Godown—this account. is 
also fully provided for. We havo tried to 
sell the property, but nobody would come 
forward and pay anything like a fair price 
for it Howover, wo have made arrauge- 
ments, subject to the approval of Goveru- 
ment,’ for leasing tho property, and wo 
hope it may eventually lend to’ its sale, 
Sterling Bills, &c.—Wo havo sustained 
some losses on aterling bills and also on 
account of some failures in England and 
China, but these havo also been provided 
for in the fullest possible manner, and 
indeed #0 careful have wo been in this 
reopect, that itis quite likely that postion 
of our estimated losses may bo recovered. 
Possible Losses.—Tho last item calling for 
remark from me is the furtherppossiblo 
losses, which will not in the worst ovent 
exceed $275,000, as stated in tho report, 
and may not be #0 much. Whatever it is, 
however, it will be charged to the Reserve 
Fand. ‘The account to which wo chiefly 
refer is that of the Indo-Chinose Sugar 
Company. This Company has been 
worked unsuccessfully in the past, tho 
result of one misfortune after another, 
but now that all its calls have been made, 
and most of the good ones paid up, wo 
think it is time to inform you of the pos- 
sible loss that may bo sustained by it, 
In the event of the Company working 
unsuccessfully for another season, we shall 
be obliged to call upon it to refund our 
advances, which it will probably be unable 
todo. We have had our own special agent 
at the Company’s Factory during the past 
season, and on his recommendation the 
place is being put into first-class condition 
at small expense. He has given us his 
opinion that with good management he 
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sees no reason why the property should not 


be profitably worked, and should this | pro 


opinion be realized by next season's work- 
ing, wo may yet suffer no loss on this ac- 
count, I hope, therefore, at our next 
meeting to be able to remove our present 
appreheusions in regard to this account. 
‘You will notice a now feature in the Bank 
statement, the Marine Insurance Account, 
which on the 30th June last was §26,000 
to the good, and is gradually increasing, 
Gentlemen, before resuming my soat, I 
would add that you need have no fear for 
the future of the Bank. ‘The Directors 
give their most careful attention to your 
interests, and I don’t think there is a staif 
in any establishment who have the interests 
of their employers more at heart than ours.

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NEOLECT OF THE CHINESE AUTHORITIES TO 
PROTECT THE WRECK OF THE “CANTON.” 
‘The following correspondence appears 

in the Foochow Heral 

Foochow, Aug. 16th, 1874. 

‘Sm,—A great deal of discussion and co 
ment ‘has recently taken place both at this 
port and other places in China in reference 
to tho wanton and unjustifiable negligence 
ately exhibited by the Chinese Authorities 
in neglecting to afford protection to the 
steamer Canton when wrecked outside on the 

Min Reef. The steamer as you aro aware 

was lost on the night of the 7th ultimo, and 

intelligence of the disaster reached the Settle- 
ment the following afternoon. No English 
gunboat being in port at the time, a com- 
munication was addressed to you the same 
evening by Messrs. Gilman & Co., Lloyds’ 
agents, begging you to urge upon the Au- 
thorities to seud protection to the wreck, and 











a reply was received stating that they had 


mised to do so. 
Notwithsta this promise, however, 
and_notwi the fact ‘that they 
actually had fozeign built gunboats at the 
anchorage at the time, no steps of an efficient 
nature appear to have been taken. The 
wreck of the steamer with all the valuable 
cargo on board was left exposed to the pro- 
miscuous plunder of thousands of lawless 
wreckers, whose presence rendered it dan- 
gerous for those interested to attempt to 
approach the spot. Only on the morning of 
Sunday, the 12th July, after tho wreck 
been in the jion of these pirates for four 
whole days, did one of the European built 
gunboats get up steam, and with Mr. Bisbee, 
the Harbourmaster, on board, proceed to the 
scene of the catastrophe. She returned the 

me evening, leaving the disabled steamer 
in at the mercy of the plunderers, and her 
it bore rather the appearance of a pleasure 
excursion than of any intention to render 
as stance or Protection to the wreck, aa 
1e great and culpable negligence displ} 
by the ‘Native Authorities fa this matter, 
seems to this Chamber to call for some severe 
emonstrance on the part of H.M.'s Govern:

stored in adjacent villages and cannot well 
have escaped their scrutiny, but although 
application was made through you at the time 
for the restoration of cargo so salved, and every 
romise of co-operation on the part of the 
hhineso was made, only some thirty-three 
packages of Tea havo been recovered. 

In conformity with a resolution passed at 
the last meeting of the Committeo of this 
Chamber, 1 have formally to protest against 
the inaction and supineness displayed by the 
Chinese Authorities in connection with this 
catastrophe, and I have to express a hope that 
you will address to them a very urgent re- 
toustrance upon the negligence of which they 
havo been guilty. It is felt, and with justice, 
that in a caso where eo mic valuable. pre 
perty een plundered solely owing to their 
neglect, the ight not ‘unreasonably be held 
responsible for the same ; and I would beg of 
you to place this view of the matter in the 
strongest light before them, not merely with 
the hope of obtaining indemnity in the present 
instance, but possibly of averting in the 
future a repetition of the inaction which they 
have displayed on this occasion. 











I may also take this opportunity of drawing 
your attention to the following resolution

Committee of this Chamber, to which the re-

But no. The mails, passengers, and 
valuable cargo, may Kick round 10 or 1d, 
days in Yokohama, awaiting the (not 
too sure) arrival of the next San Francisco 
steamer, rather than the expense of an out- 
side charter be incurred. 

I verily believe that were it not for the 
obliging attendance of the local representa 
tive to the wants of shippers, (as far as lies 
in his porer,) the Company ‘ould end in 
being tabooed altogether by the unfor- 
tunate class to which T belong.

Charge of Refusal of Duty. 

Wuuas Mackeszir, of the steamer 
Glenfinlas, was charged by Captain H. G. 
‘Wilcox, with refusal of duty. 

‘The case presented some unusual features. 

Captain Witcox deposed—The defendant 
shipped on board the Glenjinlas at Glasgow, as 
steward, I had great reason during the 
voyage out to be displeased with the way in 
which he did his work. Ho was uot fit to be 
steward of the ship, soI disrated him on my 
arrival here. According to his store expendi- 
tare book there are at least £15 or £20 worth 
of stores that he cannot account for. I found 
that out on the 10th of August. I made two 
entries in the log-book that will show it. 

‘The log-book was handed to the Magistrate, 
who referred to the entries alluded to. 

His Worsutp—ls it not necessary for every 
complaint entered in the official log-book, to 
be signed by the mate, or one of the crew, as 
well as by the Captain ? 

Complainant replied that it was. 

‘His \Worsmr—How is it that this entry of 
‘the 10th August is not so signed ? 

Complainant—Is it not? 

His Worsntr—No, and J cannot therefore 
take it as evidence, eke a 

lomplainant—The second entry is si 

1 will find it further on, 2 

His Worse after referring to the second 
entry, said—The first entry is not counter- 
signed, and then you make’ the second entry 
con the basis of it. 

Complainant—I have merely said “since 
making the last entry,” but I have not 
founded anything upon it, On Wednesday 
last  disrated ‘im to, the pay of an A.D., 
but I told the chief officer he was not to be 
sont aloft, nor to do any work except what he 
was capable of doing. When I turned the 
hands up on Thursday last, he refused to do 
any ywork except in the capacity of steward. 

Yiis Wonsmir— suppose he is on the ship's 
articles? 

‘Complainant—Yes; I called him aft on 
Friday, and asked him if he still refused to 
work. "He said yes. ‘That was the second time 
he refusod. 

is Wonsnm»—What work did you put him 
to do? 

Complainant—Such as scrubbing and clean- 
ing, work of that description. 

is Worsur-—Have you an under-steward? 

Complainant —Yes, 

His WVonstrr—Has he been promoted ? 

Complainant-—No, he has not. 

‘Tho ship's articles were here produced, and 
handed to the Magistrate; they bore the 
defendant's name as steward. 

‘His Worsmm—You merely accuse him of 
carelessness—of great carelessness. 

‘Complainant—Yes ; I have no proof of his 
having appropriated things to his own use. 
His oxponditure book will show there are many 
articles missing and not accounted for. 

‘Defendant, on being asked if he had any- 
thing to ask the Captain, said—There is a 
great deal of untruth in what the Captain has 
said, Did I refuse to do my duty? 

‘Complainant—Yes ; you refused to do any 
work excopt in the capacity of steward. That 
‘was after {had disrated you, 

Defendant—I did my duty as steward from 
the day I came on board the ship, until yes- 
terday. ‘The whole crew can prove 

‘His Worsi—Phen you have nothing more 
toask the Captain? Yon can make your state- 
ment presently. (‘To the Captain)—Was he 
well bebaved ? . 

Complainant-T eannot accuse him of getting 
drunk, or anything of that sort, but, he was 
very lazy, and was often found asleep in work- 
ing hours. His stores wore much out of order, 
‘and at times he made such mistakes as serving 
saloon stores to the crew, and crew’s stores to 
the saloon—many things of that kind, more 
than Ican describe. ile in the Suez Caual, 
he objected to see the live stock fed; and he 
‘was almost constantly forward in the car- 
penter’s berth, smoking. 

‘His Worsuir—Why did you not put him 
under the supervision of the under-steward? 

Complainant—The under steward would 
havo had no authority over him. He would 
not have obeyed the under steward, who is a 
young =, only 21, 1 could not do that. 


























‘The Chief Oficer, sworn, stated—Last Thurs- 
day, the captain told me he had disrated the 
steward, and said I was to give him work on 
deck, but not to send him aloft. ‘The same 
morning I went forward and asked defendant 
to tun to. He asked what he was todo. I 
said, to work with the men, He replied that 
‘he would not do any work, except in his duty 
as steward. 

Defendant asked that the case might be 
postponed, as he could bring two important 
witnesses to disprove the cay ‘statements, 
He went on to say that he had done his duty 
as steward throughout the voyage from Glas- 
gow to London and thence to ‘Sangha. He 
‘was always sober and attentive, ashe could 
prove. Shortly after the ship ‘left London, 
the captain showed great spite towards him, 
and bad shown it ever since. He told tho 
chief mate to call him (defendant) at five 
every morning, and was frequently heard to 
ask if the steward was up at that hour; 
‘the captain also subjected him to other petty 
annoyances, such as he had never before 
known practiced toward a chief steward. He 
hhad been chief steward of larger steamers than 
the Glenfinlas, had had charge of 100 passen- 
gers ata time ‘and had never been found 
fault with, He had been many years at sea, 
and had always done steward’s work, and he 
produced a number of certificates of compe- 
tency and character. There were, also, people 
on board the Glenjinlas who would prove that 
he was employed at work at times when the 
second steward was sitting down, and that no 
notice was taken of the second steward. The 
captain was also frequently “down on him” 
before the servants and the under stewar 
until they did not seem to care what he sai 
and although they did not refuse to obey his 
orders, they were not careful how they did 
their work. ‘There were three persons under 
his orders, and, as chief steward, his daty 
was rather to see tl the work was done 
properly than to doit himself, but the cap- 
tain made him work hard, even at dirty work. 

‘His Worsutr—How do you account for 
the stores being so expended ? 

‘Defendant said he knew nothing about it. 
‘The stores mentioned were kept in lockers 
of which the locks were broken. He had 
sometimes told the second steward in the 
usual way to take what he wanted, and 
account for it. Sometimes he accounted, and 
at other times not, so he {Gatendant) really 
did not know what had been taken. ‘The 
wines and spirits also were tinder his charge, 
and kept locked, and for every bottle of these 
hhe had accounted to the captain. As to the 
contents of the lockers that were open, he 
never knew who went to them, as he was 
kept sorubbing and cleaning down, below 
under the saloon, and in his ence anybody 
might have gone to them. 

‘His Worsurr asked to see the dofendant’s 
certificates, and on inspecting them, said— 
‘These certificates extend over a long’ period. 
Have youever done any work of the kind 
‘you were ordered by the complainant to do? 

Defendant—Not since I have been a 
chief steward, which I have been now for 
about ten years altogether. The witnosses 
I wish to call will speak as to my doing my 
duty as steward throughout the voyage, and 
also as to the harshness and contempt with 
which the captain has treated me. I do not 
want my discharge here, I would rather go 
home in the ship, and render an account of 
my stewardship to the owners. ‘The stores 
alluded to by the captain can be replaced in 
Glasgow for £2, and if the owners wi 
fo pay for them; Iwill do 2, but oth

His Worsmre expressed his willingness to 
adjourn the case until Monday.

My boy had done that during the 
voyage. Defendant used to scrub the saloon 
aud chief cabin himeclf during the voyage, 
but he refused to scrub the chart-room until 
he had seen the Consul. 

‘Mr. Warxewnicur put many other questions 
to the complainant, but the replies contained 
no new features. 

‘The chief officer, sworn, de “At two 
o'clock on Saturday, I was ordered to go for- 
ward and ask Mackenzie to scrub the chart 
room out. He refused to do it until he had 
teen the Consul, and on Sunday and Monday 
he repeated his refusal. 

Mr. Warmewnionr said he had two wit- 
nesses to call on behalf of the defendant, 

Captain A. CHRISTENSEN, sworn, deposed— 
Ihave been a shipmaster for 20 years, I came 
out as a passenger in the Glenfivlas, and saw 
nothing in the chief steward’s conduct to make 
me think he was inefficient. I thought he 
was a very good steward. I know two cap- 
tains who also give a very good account of 
him, My berth was in a cabin on deck, with 
the carpenter. ‘The defendant used to’ come 
thero and smoke, but never in working hours 
between meals—but ho never stayed long. 
Tnover saw him sleeping about during the 
voyage. I am the passenger alluded to by 
the captain as having left the ship at, Woo- 
sung. She was on the bar ashore, and I left 
because I was told that meals would not be 
Served to the passengers any longer. 1 went 
on board tho ship again afterwards, and the 
‘steward, in my prosence, told the captain that 
ho had given the order to stop the passengers’ 
food. ‘tho captain denied fe. ‘Thos of ‘pre- 
served milk can be bought at 84. each, jellies 
and jams at 9d. or 10d., and preserved meat 
and soup at about 6d, per Ib, 

Mr, WAINEWRIGHT—So far as the first three 
items of missing stores go, they are worth at 
those prices about £2 

Complainant questioned this witness at some 
Jength, who, in the course of his replies said 
that, as 9 master of 20 years’ standing, he 
thought it was an unlawful command to order 
the chief steward to scrub the chart room out. 
He had heard somo of the passengers say th 
chief steward was very disobliging, but they 
could get anything from the second steward. 

By Mr. Waixzwniant—I spoke to all the 
passengers. They said they could not get 
anything from the chief steward. ‘There wore 
foo children on board, aud those to whom t 

nged said they could get anything the 
wanted from the second steward, 

Wrur1am Rexp, carpenter of the ship, gave 
confirmatory evidence, and said the captain 
called him on the bridge on ono occasion and 
asked bim where he ie his grog from. Told 
him from the fourth officer, when it was 
served out. ‘The captain then said, “I will 
send you a bottle of yrog for yourself, if you 
will not share it with anybody else,” “He 
thon aaid, “You seo the chief stoward and I 
cannot agree; he is very often in your berth, 
‘and you must put a stop to it. ‘The steward 
is a very good man, but I do not want him to 
bo enconi your berth.” Witness re- 
plied that he did riot know bow he was to do 
it. ‘The captain suggested that he should 
Jock the door when he was not in his berth. 
‘Witness said it was not in his nature to lock 
anybody out, and as there was a passenger in 
the berth, he thought he should also be con- 
aulted about it, “The mato then ‘came by, 
and the conversation dropped. 

Complainant most emphatically denied the 
witness's statement, and then questioned him 
1a to cortain matters between himself and the 
chief steward. Ho denied that the latter had 

i i at, and he 
‘was sure the captain styled the chief ‘steward 
‘good man at his duty. Witnoss had had 
a glass of grog or so from the chief steward, 
but not in the way the captain had hinted. 

‘The defendant was then questioned. by Mr. 
Wainewright, but the substance of his replies 
was similar to that contained in his statement 
on Saturday, and it is needless to repeat 
them. He denied that he was present when- 
the third officer counted over the stores, 
and knew nothing as to the number of articles 
80 counted in his absence. 

Complainant reiterated his of neglect 
of the passengers’ cabins by the defendant,

His Worsurr, in disposing of the charge, 
said—In this case the defendant has been 
charged with refusing to scrub out the chart 
room, and Ihave to decide whether he was 
justified in refusing. I have to say whether 
the captain was justified or not in disrating 
‘him, putting him down as second steward, an: 
then ordering him to do this work. it is 
unnecessary for me to go through all the evi- 
dence, and I must say that I cannot see that 
the defendant has been guilty-of any such 
acts of insubordination as to justify the cap- 
tain in disrating him. The authorities state 
that there must be reasonable, and, as Mr. 
Wainewright says, substantial ground for dis- 
rating a man. You can always punish a man 
by reducing his wages; and ierete a text Look 
which says avy master may punish a steward 
for disobedience or neglect by reducing his 
wages, and for dishonesty and drunkenness by 
disrating him and placing him before the mast; 
but in other cases, such as even incompetency, 
unless the person is totally unfit for the 
duties he has undertaken, the punishment is 
by fining. In this case, as I have said, I 
cannot see there is sufficient evidence to justify 
you in disrating the defendant. 

Complainant.—But there are the stores. 


























His Worsmr.—You have not proved a 
single act of incompetency or dishonesty 
against the man. 

‘Complainant.—But I have proved great 
carelessness. 

His Wousmrr.—I take it the etores were 
out of his hands on the 10th of August, aud 
that you did not take stock till the 25th. You 
have not proved one act of ineompeteney or 
dishonesty, and carelessness is not sufficient 
to disrate a man for. 

Case dismissed.

Charge of Cutting with Intent. 


A man named Hanssen, formerly a member 
of the English Municipal Police force, but 
now a seaman of the U. 8. steamer Monocacy, 
was placed before tho Court on a charge of 
cutting, with intent, William Bird, a sergeant 
of the above named police force, ou the night 
of the 7th of August. 

On being asked by the Cour 
clared he was an American citizen, 

‘The Counr then read the affidavit made by 
the prosecutor, as follows :— 

Tam a British subject, and am an officer 
of the Shanghai Municipal Police. I was on 
duty on Friday, the 7th instant, until 2 p.m, 
About 3 p.m,'I went out with a police 
constable in ‘search of absentecs from the 
Monocacy. After fetting into the French 
Settlement, I found P. C. Jenson, who had 
a reward list for the arrest of soveral 
Monoeacy men. ‘The said document had been 
approved at the U.S. Consulate-General, At 

gestion, P. C. Jensen went and had 
it by the Consul-General for France, 
After having got the paper stamped at tho 
French Consulate-General, P.0. Jensen 
returned, and dhe aud I proceeded to search 
for the ‘absentees named therein. Shortly 
after 10 p.m. we saw Hansson and another 
man named Corcoran ; a third man also was 
there, whom I had’ seen with Hanssen 
in the morning when I was on duty, 
P. C. Jensen and I went into the Garibaldi 
Tavern, and Jensen told Hanssen that 
he held a warrant for his arrest, Hanssen 
replied “Yes; but you have not got me yet.” 
Hansson and’ two others shortly afterwards 
weut out into the street. As there was no 
French police officer at hand, and as there 
were three men in -company,’ and as I had 
heard Hanssen say that morning that no police 
officer should ever take him, that all the police 
{nthe foreo would be required to do 40, { con. 
dit wise to follow the man until I could 
obtain assistance from the French police. ‘The 
three men went into the Prince of Wales 
Tavern, and I followed them. P.C. Jensen 
was at’ the door, looking for a French police 
officer. The men bought some drinks, and 
left the Prince of Wales. Corcoran disappeared, 
and Hanssen and the other man went along the 
street. P. C. Jensen having disappeared, 
I followed Hanssen and his comrade, talle- 
ing to them. Lenticed them to retrace their 
steps, as I hoped to meet a French police 
officer. Wo met a French police officer, 
and he went up to Hanssen, and tolt 
him something about an American man-of- 
war's man— No can walk Yang-king-pang— 
wanchee arrest.” I told the French officer 
there was a warrant out for Hanssen, and I 
wanted to arrest him, He shragged his 
shoulders, and said ‘* all right,” and followed 
me, a8 L thought, to assist ‘me. Hanseen 
seemed to be agitated, and said to me, “Bird, 
come up to Charley ‘Smidt’s and’ have a 
drink.” “I refused to do so, and told him to 
come this way, and I put my band upon his 
shoulder. He said, “Now, look out, Mr. 
Bird,” and we began a scufile. Hanssen 








prisoner de- 
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asked me if Iwas going to take him, and I 
replied that I was. He then wrenched his 
hand from mine and 1 immediately felt my 
fingers beunmbed, paralysed, and useless. 
cried ont for assistance, but gotnone. Hanssen 
was lying in a gutter, and I, wanting to see 
what disabled my hand, went toa lamp post, 
and found my wrist severely cut. He got 
up, and ran up an alley way. I looked 
around, but found no one, not even the French 

\olice officer who had been there, sorted 
it as soon as I could at the Central Station, as 
T was losing blood very fast. 

Prisoner, on being called on to plead, 
he was not guilty of cutting Bird in the manuer 
ho had stated. 

Prosecutor, sworn, said the affidavit just 
read was perfectly correct. There was only 
one thing he wished to add to it. The pri- 
foner said to him, ‘I have been a policeman, 
and you aro a policeman, you do not want to 
arrest me?” He also said something about 
his having submitted, because ho know what 
he (prosecutor) was going to do, Prosecutor 
thought at first the priser meant it as a 
threat, but afterwards that he meant that he 
would show him a friendly part. 

By Prisoner—Jensen was not with me 
when wo came out of the Prince of Wales, 
‘You did say it would take all the English 
police to arrest you. I told you there was a 
warrant out for your apprehension, 

By the Court—I had known the prisoner 
before, in the police force. Had never had 
‘any quarrel or Rlapate with him. He was a 
very quiot man when in the police force. 

pwanp HeNpEnsox, deposed—I am a mo- 
ical practitioner in Shanghai. Ihave attended 
to a severe wound on the left wrist of sergeant 
Bird. Ttinvolvod one of the principal arteries, 
fone of the principal nerves, and at least one 
important tendon. It must have been inflicted 
with a sharp cutting instrument. ‘I'he pocket 
knife produced would produce such a wound. 
Thave examined the knife under a magnifying 

flags, and found stains of blood on it. The in- 
fu jo the artery and nerves made the wound 
ious, and probably the movement of 
yermanently injured. 
iy jourt—I think thero will be im- 
aired movement of the wrist and fingers. 
‘rom the appearance of the wound, it is likel! 
the tondons have joined imperfectly, Te. will 
bo likely to prevent the use of the band in 
mechanical work. It is impossible as yet to 
speak with certainty, but that is my impres- 
sion. Bird has been under my care since the 
7th of August. He lost a great deal of blood, 
but I cannot say that his life was seriously 
endangered. Horan some risk from the great 
Joss of blood. I detected spots of blood on some 
clothing of the prisoner's, which was shown 
to me at the police station on the following 
morning. The wound may disable Bird from 
doing p duty, but there might be suffi 
cient poworin the wrist ultimately. He might 
bo able to do duty in an offic in'a short time, 
but not ordinary police duty for some time, 30 
days atleast. 

P. C. Joux Goven—I remember the night 
of the 7th August; I was out in search of th 
prisoner Hanssen, who was chnrged _w 
cutting and wounding Seygeant Bird.

endeavouring to arrest him. Ho cut me 
Lsfore he fell ‘The cutting took place in, the 
alley way. I had pursued him into the alley. 
‘We commenced to scuffle in the alley, and 
had scuflled together three or four yards 
before he cut me. He tried to force his 
way past me. Just before he cut me, we 
were standing face to face. I had’ my 
right hand on his left shoulder and my left 























hand on his right shoulder, I said I was not 
going to Smidt’s. | He exclaimed, ‘Now, look 
out.” Ho then began to struggle with mo, 
and I said, “You are not going to Smidt’s.” 
He said, “Bird, are you going to take me?” 
I replied—“' Yes, Iam.” He then wrenched 
himself away from me. He was partially 
down when I felt my hand cut. I believe ho 
fell when he wrenched himself from me, and 
that he simultaneously cut me. He got up 
and ran off. He appeared to be quite sober, 
‘though he had been drinking a little. 

‘This closed the case, and 

‘The Court, addressing the prisoner, seid— 
Tho facts in this case, Hansson, are, that you 
were absent without leave from the Monocacy, 
1d that the usual paper was sent out for your 
apprehension, ‘There is no doubt you knew 
that, from what took place in tho French 
Settiement, There is no doubt, further, that 
you intimated to the police by your mannor 
that you were not going to bo lightly ar- 
ested. Later on, in the alley, you wore 
in the act of resisting an officer. You 
ought to know, as an old policeman, that it 
is a very serious offence to resist an officer. 
‘You must, from all the circumstances named, 
have had’ the knife in_your hand when 
you were resisting the officer, and you must 
have known you had it in your hand. I eau- 
not arrive at any other understanding tha 
that. Now, Tam not at all sure that it was 
intentional on your part to cut the proseoutor, 
but [do not know why you should have had 
‘a knife in your hand when resisting the officer, 
except with some idea that you would use it 
in some way for the purpose of resistance. 
Now, although your offenee, Looked at in that 
light, of using the knife as it were accidentally, 
would not be'so serious, yet in point of law it 
amounts to the same thing, that of euting and 
wounding an officer, while resisting his Iawful 
authority. My Associates and I have been 
looking over the evidence, and have come 
to the conclusion that? you are guilty, and 
that one year’s imprisonment will be a proper 
Psshment, | That is the senteneo—that you 
¢ imprisoned in Shanghai gaol for one year.

Both nations are fright- 
ened of each other; it is the policy of 
China to gain time; of Japan to strike a 
quick blow, before China has had the op- 
portunity to acquire ironclads, a sufficiency 
of arms, and to train her men to use them 
efiiciently. 

‘The Hioyo News of the 19th say: 
the end of last week the Mowtan brought 
up something over 600 troops (10th bat- 
talion of Osaka camp) from Hizen to 
Osaka, released from duty in the south by 
the suppression of the Saga insurrection, 
and the Madras about the same time came 
down with troops from the North, and 
after taking in an additional number at 
Tomposan, left for Nagacaki, The num- 
ber on board altogether was estimated at 
about 2,000, and their destination is said 
to be Formosa,—The Nagasaki Rising Sun 
reiterates this nows, and remarks that 
doubtless the recently acquired. transports 
will bo dispatched with similar cargoes. 
Soldiers may be seon parading the atreets 
daily. —The Takasago-Maru arrived at Na- 
gasaki from Formosa on the 16th, bringing 
30 sick mon, ‘Two died on the passage. 

A Formosa correspondent of the Sun, 
writing from Langkiao on Uth August, says 
that on 28th July the chiefs of seven 
tribes, who reside on tho eastern side of 
Formosa, with about 80 natives, came to 
the Japanese camp. ‘They differed from 
the southern savages in many ways; their 
hair being worn short, and their habits, 
dross, and language quite different. 
‘Thoir arrival created a sensation, and in 
answer to questions, they said they had 
‘come in to surrender and placo themselves 
under Japanese jurisdiction, having heard 
of the defeat of the Bootans. Other tribes, 
they said, wished to come in, and they 

avo information about grounds for eamp- 
ing and roadstoads for auchorage. Several 
Tapaneso vessels had visited Langkiao, but 
were ob! igod to put to sea again, owing to 
the rough weather. ‘The correspondent 
roports that he lately visited. the, Chi 
territory, and found the boundary line 
guarded by about 00 soldiers. Apropos 
of the rumours of Chineso proparations, he 
innocently asks why such warlike demon- 
strations aro taking place as there are, 
Who aro they going to fight with ? 

‘Tho Sun says the question arises what 
will be tho position of the 8,000 or so of 
Chinamen in Japan, should war occur? 
‘These people are naturally very anxious. 

The correspondent of tho China Afait, 
at Amoy, writes that advices had beon 
received by H. B. M, gunvessol Growler, 
that the Japanese troops hiad been removed 
from tho former camp at Lang-kino to a 
position a short distance inland, of such 
natural strength that nothing but hunger 
would compel them to relinguish it, in case 
of war, The same correspondent states that 
the Viceroy of Fohkion has intimated hi 
tontion of removing his Yamen from Foo- 
chow to Amoy. At the time of this dispatch 
H, M.S, Modeste and yuuvessel Growler, 
and tho U. 8. 8. Yantic were at Amoy. 

Another correspondent of th 
paper, writing from Taiwanfoo, says there 
is nothing uew in referenco to the 
Sopaneso question ; everything is in state 
quo, with the exception of the Chine: 
pushing ahead every preparation for a 
conflict. If China is forced to expel the 
Tapaneso by foree, it is not at all improba~ 
blo that sho will follow up the movement 
by an invasion of Japan, ‘The Emperor, 
hins, hear, sanctioned the purchase of ten 
ironclads; and a foreign loan of $30,000,000 
or $40,000,000 is mooted. This will pro- 
bably ‘receive tho Imperial sanction too. 
As far as Tecan judge, the Chinese navy 
seems to be very efficient, the armament 
somo of tho ships’ carry is very powerful ; 
for instance, the corvette Yang $00 car- 
ries 14 guns, most of which aro 7 tous in 
weight, throwing shells of 120 or 150 Ibs., 
I don’t recollect which.

‘more powerful ones, even a moderate 
sized gunboat carries five 62-poundor 
Krupp guns, breech loading, with two 
small brass guns ; such is the armament of 
the Chingyuen, a vessel much smaller than 
the Anlen or the Feiyuen. ‘The engines of 
most of the steamers are built below the 
water line. ‘The steamers aro mostly fast 
vessels, the Yang Woo can go about 14 knots 
in ordinary weather with steam alone, 
while others can average between 9 and 10 
knots, Of the two frigates built at Shang- 
hai, one is to be stationed here, she will 
arrive shortly.

A flying squadron of two or three 
ships might do good service in this way, 
but anything like an invasion cannot be 
contemplated.

‘THE TYPHOON AT NAGASAKI. 


(Brom @ Correspondent), 
‘That there is much weathor at Nagasaki 
isa fact not to be denied by tho oldest 
resident, but tho weather there hascertainly 
surpassed itself within the past mouth, 
‘Bwo typhoons within a fortnight aro an 
allowance of wind that few would care to 
meet with again, yet such has been the 
case at the generally tranquil port of Naga- 
saki, ‘Thursday, the 20th of August, set 
in with nothing particular, except a 
Arizzling rain—and when does it not rain in 
Nagasaki? ‘Towards the afternoon the 
barometer commenced to fall, aud tho 
American men-of-war sent down their 
topgallant masts, yet no one supposed any- 
thing unusual was going to happen, As 
night came on, however, it commenced to 
rain in torrents, the barometer went dow 
rapidly, and the wind blew in fitful gu 
from E. to E. by N. ‘Tho harbour w: 
unusually crowded, a number of steamers 
having arrived from both native and 
Chinese ports ; the greater portion of the 
U.S. fleet was in harbour, including the 
flagship Hartford; one British gun 
was likewise in port, and four 


















driven north in the last typhoon, and nur 
bers of native sailing raft. About mi 
night the wind had increased to a regular 
typhoon, nccompanied by torrents of 
driving rain, the wind so strong that, in 
spite of the comparatively small extent of 
the harbour, the surface of tho water was 
lifted off in’ shovts, which deluged every 
vessel. One by ‘ove the vessels com 
menced to drag their anchors, and many 
serious accidents were caused, for wot 
withstanding that most of the stoamers got 
up steam, even with this help, aud two 
auchors down, not half a dozen ‘succeeded 
in holding their own. One of the first to 
go seems to have been the Madras, recently 
purchased by the Japanese from the P. & O. 
Fouled by some native craft, and lying 
opposite a gulley down which the wind 
descended in powerfal blasts, sho did not 
fetch up till ier aternpost took the ground 
close to the Akenora factory. ‘he Japanese 
iron-clad, formerly known as the Stone- 
wall, drifted in the same direction, her 
bottom getting fon! of a reef of rocks, and 
though the morning found her still afluat, 
it was necessary to beach her, ‘he Fingon 
drifted right across the harbour, and 
finally found herself at high waler ashore, 
her forefoot in unpleasant proximity to 
areef of rocks, ‘The sailing vessels all 
drifted more or less ; one, the Hambwy, 
only fetching up close to a reef of rocks ott 
the Akenora side; two others, the Lulu 
and the Bertha, had to ent away their 
masts to save themselves from falling into 
asimilar predicament. Most of the men- 
of-war also drifted to some extent, tho 
British gunboat finding herself at a consi 
derable distance from her previous pos 
tion. Many of the steamers in port wero 
loading coal, and were surrounded with 
cargoboats. “These'and their cargoes wero 
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either carried away, or had to be cut 
adrift, during the height of the gale, and 
nearly all, if not all, were subsequently 
dashed t0 pieces along the shores of the 
harbour. The wind shifting towards the 8. 
and 8.W., the work of destruction which 
hiad happened afloat was continued ashore. 
‘A gulley at the back of the Settlement 
formed a convenient passage for the 
wind, which swept everything before it. 
‘Messrs, Holmes and Ringer's tea-firing 
establishment, with the exception of one 
building (and ‘that was badly injured), was 
laid as flat asa pancake. Messrs. Maltby 
& Co.’s found itsolf in a similar position. 
Every dwelling house in the same line wa 
either blown down or badly damaged ; 
and when the wind ceased, it was seen 
that at the angle of the harbour towards 
Desima the destruction was still more 
complete. ‘The Customs’ examining shed 
was Inid prostrate, and a boat carried up 
to the top of the ruin. One house in 
Desima had its side blown out, and a 
pianoforte carried bodily through and 
smashed to pieces on the ground below. 
One or two godowns were levelled, and 
every house on the island either blown 
Aown or so badly injured that little of it 
remained, Behind Desima, the Governor 
hind hind erected a new house in European 
style, containing public offices below, and 
his oficial residence above. Only’ two 
weeks before he had celebrated its com- 
pletion by an inaugural dinner to the 
oflicials, ‘untive and foreign. In the 
morning nothing remained but the stone 
breoment and a heap of debris. Of nearly 
all the houses, the roofs were serious 
damaged, and the inmates liad to crouch 
into corners to escape the torrents of 
rain pouring through them. When the 
morning broke, tho scene was a sad one. 
Not a native craft was to be seen in the 
harbour, the whole surface of which was 
covered with wreck. ‘The bund in front 
of the Settloment had been much dainaged, 
and large stones, six to eight feet long, 
had been hurled across the roadway. ‘The 
coalsheds were almost without exception 
blown bodily away, and the ruins of the 
fallen godowns and houses strewed the 
entiro Settlement. ‘Those that escaped 
were in but little better plight. Gutters 
hung down in festoons, chimneys had dis- 
appoared, leaving huge gaps, and in some 
instances lialf a roof was denuded of its 
tiling ; the flagstaffs had either disappeared 
entirely or hung at menacing angles. It 
twas a work of difieulty to make ou the 

samers, 80 com- 
pletely had they altered during the night. 
Tn fact, a few liours had completely meta- 
morphosed Nagasaki from a tidy little 
Sottlement into something little better 
than a heap of ruins. 

‘Tho loss of lifo in the harbour is stated 
to have beon, very heavy, but the exact 
number of deaths’ will probably never be 
known; within three days some 120 
bodies "were recovered, and probably 
the total loss considerably exceeded 
this number. Outside; the damage 
was but little less, At’ Takasima, the 
shipping jetty and the new sea-wall in 
‘course of erection, wero entirely destroyed. 
The mino itself was, in great measure, 
saved from being swamped through the 
strenuous exertions of the foreign engineer 
in charge; not aut of any sort on the 
island escaped destruction, and the houses 
of tho natives adjacent to the pit were 
entirely destroyed. ‘The Europeans fared 
Tittle better, and some families on a visit 
to the island narrowly escaped. 

Elsewhere, the damage was nearly as 
bad. Ab one spot, out of 220 junks at 
anchor in a landlocked bay, ‘but 20 
remained afloat the next morning. ‘The 
Costa Rica was fortunately a few hours 
Inte, and oily encountered the outer edge 
of the typhoon, which, in fact, extended 
but a short distance, thongh it was remark- 
ablo for its intensity. “Nagasli's griofs 
did not, however, end with the typhoon. 






















































The next night it commenced to rain in 
torrents, and continued with scarcely an 
intermission for four days, The almost 
roofless houses kept out the water but badly. 
He was a lucky man whose house con- 
tained more than one or two moderately 
dry rooms. In most instances ceilings fell 
down, floors were flooded, and what little 
escaped the direct action of the water was 
saturated by the excessive moisture con- 
sequent upon it, Numbers of trees were 
destroyed, and many not actually blown 
down were as effectually blighted as if 
frosty blasts had burst over them, and 
stood stripped of fruit and leaves as in mid- 
winter. ‘The crops in the neighbourhood 
were almost destroyed, the peasants’ houses 
either ruined or sadly damaged by wind and 
rain. In the harbour no work was done 
for five days. Steamers almost loaded with 
coal had to remain nearly a week 
to fill up. Everything, in fact, was more 
or less paralysed. 

‘The Stonewall still lies on the mud near 
the Akenora works. She is now having a 
powerful 15-inch pump fixed on board, 
and there is little doubt she will eventually 
bo sfloat again. The damage to her bot- 
tom is represented as but slight, but in the 
present complicated foreign relations of 
Japan, even so slight a matter may prove 
serious 

Nagasaki, 26th August. 

‘The following is an extract from the 
logbook of the .s. Yentai, which was in 
Nagasaki harbour when tho typhoon came 
on, and was one of the few vessels that 
held to their anchors :— 

‘Thursday, 20th, § a.m., squally with rain; 
noon, heavy rain with 'squalls ; barometer 
falling from 29.70 to 29.55; 7 p.m., every 
appearance of a strong blow, not expecting 
a typhoon ; § p.m., glass 29,50, heavy squalls 
with continual rain; glass 29.45; violent 
squalls; had a number of juuks alongride at 
the time and hailed them to cast off; 10 
p.m., glass 29.10; had now terrific squalls, 
‘With rain ; numerous junks adrift, passing on 
both sides; gave orders to bave steam up 
a speedily as possible ; 11 p.m., glass 28.80; 
blowing terrifically, not possible to stand on 
deck unless under shelter; two Japanese 
boys passed close alongside swimming, but 
could not render further assistance than 
throwing lifebuoys to them; 11.30 p.m., 
glass 28.60 ; still blowing terrifically ; a large 
junk bore down on the Yentai and fouled 
her port quarter, stove in two plates and 
did other cousiderable damage ; 0.40 a. 
steamed easy ahead, and kept firm to our 
anchors; no vessels or lights of any description 
to be seen in the harbour; 1am, wind 
decreasing 5 glass rising fast; 2.a.m., oc 
casional heavy squalls, with rain; 3. a.m., 
glass 29.20, with more moderate weather and 
clearatmosphere. At daylight, found steamers, 
ships, and junks on shore in one coufused mass 
of wreck and débris ; also in all directions 
the shore was strewed with junks and boats. 
Up to the time the Yentai left, it was com- 

ited that between 250 to 300 lives were 
Rest, while hundreds of people were maimed 
and braised. 























‘The Rising Sun of 28th August gives 
particulars of the typhoon of the 20th-2ist, 
from which we cull some portions which 
relate to the effects of the storm on the 
neighboring country. ‘The Sun states that 
the lowest puiut reached by the barometer 
was 28.10. It was generally thought 
shortly after the storm that about 60 
junks had been wrecked and 200 lives lost. 
Whe loss of junks and life has, however, 
turned out to be considerably ‘more. It 
is now computed that between 200 and 250 
junks were lost, and 300 persons drowned. 
‘he loss to the mercantile community is 
roughly estimated at §100,000. Some 
personal incidents of the typhoon are 

Mrs. Fullerton received severe 
injuries by the falling of a door; anda 
house fell down in the native town, crushing 
the inmates, aman and his wife, very badly. 
H. B. M. Consul, Mr. Flowers, and Mrs. 
Flowers, were at Takasima during the 









typhoon, and could not get up again till 
the 22nd, whon a small steamer was sont 
for them, The captain of the Ping On, 
while endeavouring to close a door which 
had burst open, received a severe wound 
in the hand, by the door jamming it 
against the framo with great violence, A 
foreigner and his wifo at Takasima, havin 

Jost their house by the gal, had towed 

refuge under the lee side of a friendly 
treo for tho remainder of the night.—Tho 
horses belonging to Chiarini’s Circus, 
which were in’ the Costa Rica, suffered no 
injury. ‘Tho effects of the storm on the 
rice crops have beon most disastrous, and 
the price of that article is rapidly on the 
rise. Rumour says the damage far inland 
is prodigious. 

At Fukahori, a village on the coast, somo 
12 miles below Nagasaki, the typhoon ap- 
pears to have been disastrous to junks at 
fuchior. ‘The proportion of houses demol 
ished was much greater than at Nagasaki. 

Inland, the ravages committed by tho 
storm have beon immense, Mogi and 
Simabara were almost destroyed. It is 
reported that upwards of 2,000 houses were 
destroyed, and many lives lost. ‘The un- 
fortunate’ telegraph lino also came in for 
its share of destruction, miles of it being 
reported as blown or washed down, 

Our correspondent at Hiroshima sends 
us word to the effect that the typhoon com- 
menced there at 6 a.m. on Friday. Many 
hundreds of houses have been altogether 
or partially destroyed, and several lives 
have been lost, and the cotton in that 
neighborhood, which promised an excallont 
Yield, has received very, serious damage. 

‘he gale Insted about six hours, and in 
that short space of time more damago was 
done than will be repaired during the 
next six months, ‘Tho Hiroshimaites say 
such a storm has not passed over their 
town for the last 70 years, which is tho 
same statement as made by the natives 

er 

‘As for the little coal island, ‘Takasima, 
the extent of the damago done is some- 
thing fearful to contemplate, As at Naga- 
aaki, large numbers of the houses wero 
totally destroyed, whilst others, though 
left standing, wero in w perfectly’ wrecked 
condition, ‘The number of lives loat there 
wo hove not been able to ascertain, but 
hear that a large number met with a 
watery grave. Noarly every junk and 
sampan wero either swamped or broken 
up, and hundreds of families thereb 
deprived of the means of obtaining a livall- 
hood. 






































SEIZURE OF THE STEAMER “SPARK” BY 
PIRATES. 
(Daily Press Correspondent.) 
Macao, August 24th, 1874. 

You have doubtless already heard of the 
attack made upon the steamer Spark, on 
Saturday, and { hasten to forward you all 
the particulars I have beou able to gather. 
The vessel arrived hore on Saturday about 
midnight, and as soon as tho news was 
heard, the greatett excitement provaled 
throughout the Colony. ‘The vessel itself, 
which I visited early the next morning, 

resented the most ghastly appearance. 
Tho decks were drenched with blood, and 
every part of the lockers and other places 
wrenched asunder, the marauders having 
evidently slashed ‘pell-moll in their eager 
hunt after plunder. From the accounts 
given by the survivors, which agree in the 
main particulars, I am able to give the 
following details of the occurrence. It 
appears that the affair was most carefull 
planned, and that the time for the attad 
was arranged to be after passing the Kin- 
shan on her way up to Canton and the 
Kiukiang coming down, 

The captain was in the saloon at tiffin 
at the outbreak, and hearing a disturbance, 
sent his boy down to enquire what w 
the matter. The boy shortly after re- 
turned and reported that some serious 
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fighting was going on among the passengers, 
and that they would not desist on his ro- 
presentations. Captain Brady, upon thi 
went down himself, it is said, with a 
revolver in his pocket ; and it appears that 
while he was endeavouring to separate two 
men whom he found fighting, a rush was 
made at him byalarge number of the 
confederates, He attempted to fire his 
pistol, but it snapped three times, and 
would not go off, and on his finding it 
impossible to face the numbers arrayed 

‘inst him, ho attempted to go up, and 
while doing so was mercilessly progged by 
the ruffians in the legs, and they also 
chopped his hands as he put them forward 
to lift himself up ; and, while ho was down, 
one of the men inflicted the gash in his 
neck, either with a spear or a knife. The 
pilot at last managed to pull him up, and, 
seoing that he was beyond help, left him 
and went aft; and it seoms that ho man- 
aged to get to his room, whore he fell down 
and did not again move. 
"Mr. Mundy, the passenger, was moan- 
time in the saloon, and the first thing he 
know of tho affair was by the entry of two 
who mado a blow at him. He 
them down one after another, 
and rushing out of the saloon, came across 
the Captain, lying prostrate from his 
wounds, and he was thon stabbed in the 
sido by’ a sharp weapon, and shortly after 
fell down exhausted. While in this state 
the pirates came to him, and said if ho 
would not take his rings ‘off his fingers, 
they would cut them off, Hoe mu 
sufficient strength to comply with the 
request, and the brutes had no sooner 
obtained the booty than one of them struck 
him a blow on the head and loft him, 
supposing him to be dead.

‘The pirates took possession of the engino- 
room, and kept guard over it, making the 
engines go dead slow. When the attack 
was over, it appeared that they had over- 
run the’ distanco, and that the junk was 
not in sight. They accordingly delibe- 
raly ordered the vessol to be turned back 
until they mot the junk, upon which they 

ized everything they could lay their 
nds upon, breaking opon the iron safe, 
tho . passengers’ boxes, and everythin, 
where there was the slightest chance of 
plunder; though curiously enough they 
overlooked sixty dollars in notes and some 
silver which were in the Captain’s desk. 
They opened letters, and it is said that 
they even abstracted some cheques. Be- 
foro leaving, they seem to have crowned 
their deed by a diabolical feast amidat the 
cone of blood and devastation which they 
had created, as the decks were found 
strewn with’ the debris of food, and the 
aking of lichees and other fruit.

‘The sufferers from the attack, as far as 
known-up to the t, aro :—Captain 
Brady, killed; Mr. Mundy, passenger, 
badly ‘wounded, and the purser and mate 
gone; and four Chinese seamen severely 
wounded, three of whom are not expected 
"The latter have been sent to the 
Government Hospitsl here. ‘The state- 
ments as to whether any of the passengers 
were killed are various, but if any were 
made victims, it is hoped that not more 
than one or two suffered. The total num- 
ber of passengers on board was one hundred 
and eighty-six ; and it is estimated that 
the pirates numbered about twenty-two. 

With regard to the amount of plunder 
taken, I learn that there were §600 on the 
ship’s' manifest, and that one of the 
Chinese passengers, who was connected 
with the gambling farm, had about $4,000 
in his trunk, Mr. Mundy had a roll of 
English sovereigns, and the Purserhad about 
three hundred dollars belonging to the 
Company. All these the pirates took, as 
well as the bangles and ornaments on’ tho 
female passengers. Altogether, it is 
Guinsted that the scoundrels mado a haul 
of some ten thousand dollars. 

Such are the particulars of this sad and 
terrible affair, so for as I have been able 
to ascertain them. The Chinese fireman 
and pilot who brought tho vessel into this 
port deserve great praise for their coolness 
and management, but for which all on 
board might have perished. . The Camoens, 
which went out toreconnoitre, hasroturned, 
but I have not heard whether she has 
found any traco of the pirates. Tho 
English gunboat Elk arrived yesterday, and 
no pains are being spared to hunt out the 
culprits, but tho whole affair seems to have 
been so carefully planned that it is to be 
feared thero is little hope of coming across 
thom, It is atated that they belong to 
Tun-koon, a well-known piratical vil 
between Whampoa and the Bogue Forts. 


The Daily Press says, by the last accounts 
from Macao, Mr. Mundy was progressing 
favourably. Some hopes aro entertained 
of catching the culprits, and on information 
received, the Camoens and two Chines 
gunboats have again left Macao for the 
scene of the catastrophe.

‘Tho Hongkorig papers received by tho 
English mail on Thursday, contain somo 
interesting and suggestive’ remarks with 
reference to the tragedy.

‘The China Mail learns that there is no truth 
in the statement that some of the Spark’s 
crew had volunteered information about 
the pirates.

The same paper states that the 
Viceroy of the Two Kwangs has given per- 
emptory orders to hunt for tho murderers, 
and haa proclaimed to the various villages 
that a sum of Tis. 2,000 is promised 
to whoever would denonnco them. 
Excellency also promised to send copies 
of ‘this ition to the Governors 
of Hongkong and Macao. Measures are 
further promised to be taken for the 
protection of vessels voyaging between 
Macao, Hongkong and Canton. A pe- 

















board so late that the Customs’ officer had 
no time to examine its contents. A gentle- 
man in Canton has lost through this rob- _ 
bery a cheque for a large amount, which 
might possibly furnish a clue to some of 
the assassins and robbers, and it is ru- 
moured that the notorious Kwok Asing 
was on board at the time, The Mail also 
publishes some correspondence on the sub- 
ject, and one writer a frequent passenger, 
draws public attention to tho incorrect- 
ness of the statement that the Spark was 
well armed. He says the only arms 
he ever saw on board were three rifles, 
a Colt’s navy revolver, and a cutlass, 
all of which were Captain Brady’s 
private property. Several bayonets and 
one cutlass were brought out of the hold 
during the inquest, but it was said these 
had been in the hold for twelve months, 
The writer concludes by asking the agonts 
or Board of Directors of the Hongkong, 
Macao, and Canton Steamboat Company 
for adequate protection for passongers by 
their steamers, Another correspondent 
asserts that the river robbers aro in 
the habit of going to Hongkong for 
the purpose of realising their booty 
when they make a haul. The Mail, in 
a leading article on the subject of these 
letters, says : “The Spark has never had 
less than eight Europeans on board, and 
on the day of the attack she had nine, 
allof whom, we learn on the best authority, 
wero furnished with good pistols, which 
they were warned always to kop at hand. 
Further, Capt. Brady was using a Lefa- 
cheux revolver at the time he was cut 
down, and two other loaded revolvers were 
found in his room.” The Chinam 
alluded to above, as having been appre- 
hended on suspicion of complicity in the 
attack, was examined before Mr. C. May, 
at the Hongkong Police Court on the 28th 
ult, From the evidence, it appeared that

‘The 
man left the house on the 26th, and tho 
woman on the 27th at five in the morning, 
The couple were traced to another lodging, 
where the police found them on the night 
of the 27th, When prisoner: heard them 
coming, he climbed a partition and 
himself’ under a bed, where ho was di 
covered and taken, Captain Deano stated 
that from information given by the 
husband of the last witness, ho issued a 
warrant for’ the prisoner’s apprehensi 
Ho was found under a bed, and resisted 
violently, In a purse belonging to the 
prisoner were found eleven one dollar 
three gold finger rings, and threo 
jade earrings ; and in a box a largo number 
of articles of gold and jade jewellery. No 
further evidenco was given, and a remand 
was granted until the lst instant.
